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THE HOUSE OF HABSBURG. — 


A DYNASTY’S RISE AND ‘FALL.

- ™ The history of the Habsburgs,”? wrote 
Archdeacon Coxe in 1807, ** presents the 
spectacle. of a family rapidly ristng from 
the possession of -dominions which form 
scarcely a speck in the map of Europe to 
a stupendous height of power and 
spleridour, equal, if not superior, to any 
preceding dynasty. ‘The members of this 
jamily present every possible variety of 
character and every species of merit and 
acquirement.” To this family does Kurope 
owe its preservation, In this house has 
Vrovidence placed the barrier which 
arrested the progress of the Mohammedan 
hordes and prevented the banner cf the 
(‘yescent from floating in triumph over the 
Christian world” ‘The Archdeacon 
obviously wrote’ with the pen of an 
enthusiast; yet it must be admitted that 
the history of this family is not unworthy 
of a Gibbon or a Bury, should such a 
personality ever take it in hand. From 
the year 1278 to 1918 the house of Habs- 
burg played an important, and often a 
jeading, part in European. history. 

The Habsburgs are generally known as 
the House of Austria, but in origin they 
were not Austrian at all. They lived. for 
many years as members of an obscure 
family in what is now Swiss territory. 
ihe ruins of the castle of Habichtsburg, 
cr Hawksburg, may still be seen in the 
valley of the Aar. The Counts of 
Habichtsburg were lords of certain small 
territories in the district, and counted as 
members of the feudal polity of the Duchy 
of Suabia. By various means they began 
to extend 
and in Alsace during the twelfth an 
thirteenth centuries. Still, the decision of 
the German princes to invest Count 
iudolf of Habsburg with the dangerous, 
expensive and somewhat illusory dignities 
of King of the Romans and Holy Roman 
k:mperor came as a surprise to i!urope in 
1272. Mudolf’s resources were small, and 
the lands of his house had to be shared 
with his brothers. To many, therefore, it 
seemed as though he would . ot make his 
dignity and authority any more real than 
had Ear! Richard of Cornwall, his imme- 
diate and most unsuccessful predecessor, 


A DECISIVE BATTLE 


Kiudolf, however, did not allow grass to 
vrow under his feet. There was an 1m- 
portant slice of territory to he had for 
the taking. “The Duchy of Austria, with 
the dependencies of Carinthia’ and 
(arniola, had been formerly vested in the 
imperial house of ..ohenstaufien, and had 
become a fief of the Empire. Rudolf, as 
Emperor, now claimed the country as his 
own, but he had to fight for its possession. 
His rival was Ottocar, King of PRohemia, 
who had already taken steps to secure it. 
With an army raised from among his 
Suabian friends and kinsfolk, and sup- 
ported by certain of the more prominent 
German princes, Rudolf moved cn Austria, 
and utterly defeated and slew Ottocar at 
the battle of Marchfeld in 1279. As at 
Hastings, a single battle decided the fate 
of a country and established a dynasty. 
liad the battle gone t'e other way there 
would have been most probably a Bohemian 
Empire, and the Czechs might have 
become the “3ost prominent nation in 
Central Europe. 

Rudolf was now fairly in the saddle. 
Alter his death the imperial crown went 
away from his house to that of Luxem- 
bourg, but before long it came back again. 
vi rom 1272 to 1806 there were twonty-seven 
Iloly’ Roman Emperors, and of these 
twenty were of the house of Habsburg. 
kew of them had any real connection with 
Liome, though most of them remained on 
friendly terms with the Papacy. The 
struggle between Iimperor and Pope had 
been fought out before the accession of the 
Habsburg line, and it had ended in a 
victory for the Roman See. The Habs- 
burgs were almost invariably strong sup- 
porters of the spiritual supremacy of the 
toman Pontifis. Charles V., though he 
bore the title of His Catholic Majesty, 
oceéasionally thwarted and abused the 
Papal claims, and the sack of Rome by 
his army of mercenaries, in 1527, was the 
terrible outcome of his hostility to Papal 
policy in Italy. Joseph II.; also, and his 
minister, Kaunitz, paid small respect to 
the dictates of the Vatican; but then 
Joseph, much to his mother, Maria 
Theresa’s alarm and disapproval, took for 
his mode! in religious and secular effairs 
that most free-thinking of monarchs, 
Frederick the Great, 


CONSOLIDATION, 
to other 


The imperial crown, which 
German families had so often proved “a 
mockery, a delusion and a snare,’’ was an 
aid to the Habsburgs in consolidating 
their position in Europe. The secret of 
their successful use of the dignity was that 
they did not expect too much from it. 
Their strength was in Central Hu7Yo6pe, 
and they were content to have it so. No 
matter how men might sneer at the 
Empire and describe !t, in the words of 
Voltaire, being “neither holy nor 
Kioman nor an Empire,’’ its prestige did 
count for a good deal, especially in Ger- 
many. Skilfully and cautiously used, the 
dignity did bring material advantages to 
the Habsburgs... It is true that occasion- 
ally the Emperors were placed, through 
iack of resources, in awkward and absurd 
positions which ill consorted with the 
dignity that they were expected to uphold. 
Yet it was characteristic of the Habsburgs 
that they seldom minded humiliation if 
they could gain some advantage or avoid 
some obligatron by submitting to it. When 
Charles the Bold of Burgundy came to 
Tréves, with the intention of forcing 
Emperor Frederick III, to make him a 
king, the Emperor, te avoid complying 
with the request, actually fled by night in 
a most undignified manner from the 

resence of this powerful aspirant to 
ingly honours. But, though all Barope 
jaughed, the laugh was really egninst 
Charles and not against Frederick. 

Lack of money made the Habsburgs 
cautious and avaricious. The Spanish 
branch of the house, of course, became 
enormously wealthy, but in Austria even 
the most powerful sovereigns of the line 
had to count every penny carefully. Their 
habitual carefulness, parsimony and 
reserve did not make them popuiar, “but

they were seldon worsted “in 8. bargain. 


It was in successful match-makinz that | 


they especially shone, Other royal houses 
fought .wars in order to acquire 
possessions ; the house of Habsbu ierely 
concluded marriage treaties for the same 
purpose. By this means it acquited.almost 
all “its posséésidns” except AusthiR itself.. 
Wars, indeed, the Habsburgs had to wage, 
but they were defensive wars tought for 
the purpose of keeping what was already 
legally their own, :

ther royal houses mifht” broduce saints 
like St. Louis, dashing soldiers like 
Gustavus Adolphus, successful reformers 
like Peter the Great, or political geniuses 
like Elizabeth of England, The Habsburgs 
were a family of mediocrities, but 
mediocrity is sometimes the secret ol 
success. 

Maria Therése and her children wero 
exceptions in the long line of dull and 
commonplace Habsburgs. Charles V., too, 
was by some men called great, but an 
examination of his life shows rather that 
sreatness was thrust upon him. His 
grandfather, Maximilian, attempted to 
show the world that he had oncé been a 
romantic figure by writing a romance in 
bad verse, of which he himself is the hero. 
Yet, if the Habsburgs, on the whole, 
failed to convince the world oxv their 
greatness, they had one saving grace—they 
could recognise ability in others. They 
were well served and they were not un- 
grateful to those who were faithful to 
them. Many of them were extremely. 
industrious. Philip II. of Spain, for 
instance, worked harder than any of the 
clerks in his Civil Service. For the most 
part they avoided. the scandalous laxity 
and shameful neglect of duty which dis- 
craced many European, sovereigns. Indeed, 
some of them were literally worried to 
death by the pressure of business and the 
multiplicity of duties which claimed their 
attention. Perhaps, the saddest of such 
careers was that of Joseph II., who, in 
his own words, “- failed in everything that 
he attempted,’’ but to whom history has 
given an honourable niche an the gallery 
of benevolent despots. 


DANGER AND DELIVERANCE. 


One of the most typical Habsburgs was 
the second last Emperor of Austria, 
Francis Joseph, who died-in 1916. He 
was a man again of mediocre ability, but 
of enormous industry and patience. He 
was intensely reserved in manner, and few 
even of those nearest and dearest to him 
could penetrate the distant manner which 
was part of his whole bearing. He had 
come to the throne amid the civil strife 
of 1848, when, by all the rules of the 
game, the house of Habsburg should have 
eased to rule. It was saved by dissension 
among the rebels, by the-loyalty of the 
army, and, above all, by the intervention 
of Tsar Nicholas I., an autocrat Who was 
an apt pupil of Metternich’s reactionary 
policy. Though Metternich was driven 
from Vienna by the hostility of the mob, 
his syste may- be said to have long out- 
lived him in the Cabinet of Francis 
Joseph. 

The Habsbure Empire was again saved 
by the compromise of ~ Dual  Monarchy 
in 1867. The separation-of- diungary from 
Austria in all matters except im foreign 
policy secured once more the loyalty of 
the Magyars to the house of Habsburg. 
The Prussian alliance, too, strengthened 
the Habsburgs after the war of 1866; yet 
for many years those who could read. the 
signs of the times felt that the rule of 
the Habsburgs and the cohesion of their 
Empire were doomed. When the old 
Emperor died in 1916 the Empire which 
he had worked so hard to preserve was 
already on the verge of ‘collapse. His 
successor, Charles, strove desperately to 
preserve at least a .réemnant of his 
dominions by concluding a separate peace ; 
but the war party at Berlin would hear of 
no such weakening until every card had 
been played. 

The Allies were unwilling to treat with 
the Habsburg Emperor; for aggrandise- 
ment of the dynasty was, with a godd deal 
of justice, regarded as one of the main 
causes of the Great War. Italy especially 
was thirsting to annihilate the Habsburg 
power. The Czechs and the Poles: withm 
the Empire were determined to break the 
Austrian yoke; the Slavs and the Croats 
were looking for inclusion in the Serbian 
State. Finally, Austria herself, repre- 
sented by the people of Vienna, turned 
on the Habsburgs in November, 1918. For 
long Hungary’s attitude towards them 
remained uncertain, though it was clear 
that the Allies would be unfavourable. to 
any restoration “ofthe dynasty. Still, 
Hungary had saved Maria Theresa, and 
might yet save her descendant. Leaving 
Switzerland in 1921, the exiled Emperor 
and the Empress Zita threw themselves on 
the loyalty of the Magyars; but Hungary, 
like Austria, had suffered too much for a 
dynasty which had sometimes cruelly 
trampled on her patriots. The imperial 
pair were captured and exiled to Madeira. 


THE END OF THE HABSBURGS. 


On November 3rd, 1921, came the end of 
a long chapter.’ ‘The Hungarian Parlia- 
ment annulled the Pragmatic Sanction by 
which the Magyars had accepted the rule 
of Maria Theresa and her cescendants 
nearly two hundred years before. In the 
next year Charles died; leaving his eldest 
son, Otto, the legitimate head of the 
family. -At the present day there are 
many representatives of the family living 
in various parts of the world, many of 
them in Atistria itself, Their vicissitudes 
of fortune are frequently the subject of 
comments in the Press, and, while one 
archduke gets himself into trout le about 
jewels in New York, another sells tea and 
sugar or deals in motor cars in some 
European citys They will, no doubt, find 
more -happiness as private individuals 
than as satellites of.a top-heavy adminis- 
tration, which, when once the Turkish 
menace had been removed, had ceased to 
render much real service to Europe and 
often threatened to disturb its peace,

The War, 1 think, killed the button- 
hole.

Too many of 
the stout fellows, indeed, who sported 
buttonholes in August, 1914, never came 
back to revive the happy idea. 

Carnations used to be the favourite 
flower for buttonholes, with roses a good 
second. The orchid was reserved for the 
exquisites who wanted something dis- 
tinctive to grace their persons. Even the 
newspaper boys emulated their customers. 
It would be pleasant, I imagine, if the

It was announced the other day that 
an Irishman had been appointed Chief 
of the New York Police. The Chief of 
the Saint Thomas (Ottawa) Police is Mr. 
W. Armstrong, who has occupied that 
position for the past twenty-four years. 
He is a native of County Fermanagh, and 
must be one of the biggest policemen in 
the world; for he weighs twenty-two 
stone, His weight is but one half-stone 
less.than that of Captain J. B. Stewart, 
the biggest man in the British Army 
during the War. Captain Stewart is an 
Old Portoran, hailed from Enniskillen, 
and played when at T.C.D. for the Irish 
international water polo team. He is 
now proprietor of the Hotel Saint George 
at Merlimont Plage, near Boulogne sur 
Mer.

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R. C. Sherriff's New Play. 


The many thousands of people who have 

n so eagerly anticipating R. C. 
Sheriff's successor to the celebrated 
“Journey’s End ” will have their hopes 
or fears satisfied or dispelled next week. 
On Monday next his new play, ‘‘ Badger’s 
Green,” will have its first production at 
the Prince of Wales Theatre, London, by 
a cast that contains such notabilities as 
Horace Hodges, Melville Cooper, Sebastian 
Smith, Maisie Darrell, Margaret Scuda- 
more and Kathleen Harrison. Thus it 
will be seen that Mr. Sherriff has 
departed from his ‘‘ all-male ”' cast. 

This new play deals with the intrigues 
and intimate family affairs of the village 
of “ Badger’s Green,” and a great part of 
the action will be set in a marquee while 
a village cricket match is in progress.’ 
The presence of Horace Hodges in the 
cast indicates that there will be one of 
those crusted yokels which he has made 
so familiar, and that Mr. Eden Philpotts 
has also made considerable use of in his 
plays. Probably, if Cedric Hardwicke had 
not been starring in “ The Apple Cart ” 
when “ Badger’s Green ’’ was being cast 
he would have been selected for the part. 

It is as an oarsman that Mr. Sherriff 
has become known to the public, but appa- 
rently he has also more than a nodding 
acquaintance with cricket as it is played 
in English villages. That the game there 
is not the strenuous game of Lord’s or the 
Oval will be known to all who have ever 
played in, or witnessed, a village match.

Sherriff’s play is anything so good as Mr.

Al Derby Custom. 


There is no race which has more curious 
customs connected with it than the Derby ; 
but, perhaps, the quaintest is that mm con- 
nection with the sending out of results. 
In the case of a dead-heat, the words 
“dead-heat ” must come first. The 
reason for this is that many years ago a 
respectable family lawyer wagered vast 
sums of trust money on a “ sure thing.’ 
As he stood by the tape machine waiting 
for the result, he fingered a revolver in 
his pocket, and, when the name of another 
horse came up, he instantly blew out his 
brains. Had he waited a moment longer 
he would have seen the name of his fancy 
eome up, followed by the words “ dead- 
heat.” $Dead-heats are as rare in the 
Derby as they are in the boat race, long 
though the race has existed; but, ‘‘ once 
bitten twice shy.” and now, for the pro- 
tection of all from the trusted family 
lawyer to the office boy with the borrowed 
shilling, the words “ dead-heat’’ must 
always come up first. ' 


Onlookers. 


Lookers-on see most of the game, it is 
true, but in the days when the Brehon 
laws were in force it was a dangerous 
thing to look on at any disturbance unless 
one were prepared to try to put things 
right. ‘‘ There are four lookers-on,’’ the 
law said, “each of whom is different. A 
looker-on of a full fine, a looker-on of a 
half-fine, a looker-on of one-fourth fine, 
and a looker-on who is exempt. 

““ A looker-on who incurs full fine is a 
man who instigates and accompanies escorts 
and exults at his deed in the territory, 
but who has not inflicted the wound with 
his own hand. A _ looker-on who incurs 
half fine is he who does not instigate, does 
not wound, but does all the other acts. 
The looker-on who incurs one-fourth fine 
does not do any of these acts, but accom- 
panies only and does not prohibit. The 
looker-on who is exempt brings against 
these acts all his strength and resources, 
but he accompanies them from an insecure 
place to a place of security and separates 
from them at that place. Other lookers- 
on are exempt; clerics, women, boys, and 
people who are not able to wound or 
protect or forbid.’’ 


Down Under. 


Those who sigh, like Alexander the 
Great, for new worlds to conquer, and who 
regret that in these days there are so few— 
if any—portions of the atlas upon which 
can he inscribed, “ Here be mermaids,’ 
may be cheered by a suggestion which 
comes from a distinguished member of the 
Americar Geographical Society. This 
professor thinks that the exploration of 
the interior of the earth would provide 
much interesting information on the efiects 
of tides, earthquakes, data re the Ice Age, 
etc. Here, indeed, is a fresh field for 
adventure!

Since the war drastic 
economy has been practised in all Govern- 
ment departments, and only the higher 
officials were supplied with scented soap. 
Now, however, all grades are to wash with 
bars of “Brown Windsor,” instead of 
ordinary white household soap. I under- 
stand that in the Free State Civil Service 
there is no immediate intention to follow 
the example of the Imperial Government. 
In most of the” Dublin and provincial 
Government offices the Civil. Servants 
receive chunks of common soap, which is, 
I am  vreliably informed, ideal for 
scrubbing floors. As a matter of fact, 
most-of the Free State offic:als buy their 
own brands of soap. In the circumstances, 
there is, I suppose, a considerable saving 
effected in the Estimates by this form of 
departmental soap economy. 


Irishmen at Oxford. 


The present year’s Eights Week’s 
at the Oxford Union was notable; 
six speakers two were Irishmen. Mr. 
E. D. O’Brien, of Exeter College, who 
proposed the motion ‘* That, whereas the 
stage is productive of little but happiness, 
the Bar is productive of little but irmta- 
tion,” is a member of a well-known Irish 
family who for several generations lave 
been connected with civil administration 
in India.

She 
said it was the most picturesque dwelling 
she ever saw. It seems that there is now 
a vogue in England for these old-world 
homes, which are furnished with period 
furniture. In Kent I frequently observed 
numerous beautifully thatched cottages 
and farmhouses. Unlike the majority of 
our thatched houses, they were not white- 
washed; they were gaily-coloured in pink 
or red, or blue or yellow. Some of them 
possessed the greatly prized old oak beams. 
In England it is now the general practice 
to treat thatched roofs with a fire-resisting

Mr, FAHY (F.F., tart ni Pa ce to the 
Chair of Economics in the National Univer- 
sity, which, he said, was frankly free trade 
although the President of the tive had 
said that the policy of the Government was 
frankly protectionist. 

He welcomed the steps taken at University 
College, Cork, in cdnnection with the devélop- 
mnet of dairy science, and said that he would 
like to see the idea abroad that there was 
as much dignity in being a farmer as in 
being a professional man. The. best brains 
of the country should be encouraged to go 
into the agricultural industry, and the uni- 
versities could make a useful contribution in 
that respect. He asked what was being done 
in Galway College to advance the Gaelicisa- 
tion of education, and said that unless 
higher education could be given through the 
medium of Irish he did not see a real future 
for the Irish language. It should be put 
upon the same level as English, and. the 
Government could do something in that direc- 
tion by giving a hint to the universities. 

Professor THRIFT (Indpt.; Dublin Univer- 
sity) said that it would be perfectly lament: 
able if anything were said in the House to 
interfere with any proféessér teaching any 
subject according to his best lights. i 

Mr. ANTHONY (Labour, Cork Borough) 
said that there was one good thing in the 
vote—the sum.allocated for the Dairy Sciénce 
Institute in Cork. (Laughter.) He would like. 
to see, if it were tig another agricul- 
tural institute in this country. Agriculture 
had been looked upon as the Cinderella of 
culture for many years, and he was glad to 
seo that there was an awakening of 
interest. What Ford's industry had done 
for Cork by getting rid of the shoneenism 
which feared to be seen with black hands and 
dirty faces he. believed that agricultural 
science would do for agriculture. 


BIAS AGAINST IRISH DOCTORS. 

Dr. HENNESSY (Govt., Dublin, 8.) said 
that fifteen per cent. of the doctors annually 
qualified in Ireland would be enough to make 
up the wear and tear of the profession in this 
country. The great majority. had to go to 
English-speaking countries. Already there 
was a prejudice against Irish doctors in Eng- 
land, owing to the mistaken idea that they 
were being taught their medical subjects 
through Irish. 

He thought that if those who took up 
ugriculture spent all their time in the Munster 
Institute and the Albert College, Glasnevin, 
it would be very much better than going 
through the- ordinary university course, be- 
cause they would have practical knowledge 
which would be better than a diploma. 

Mr. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) said that 
education at present was not related to the 
needs of the nation. There ought to be some 
check on the numbers allowed to go for 
certain professions. 

Mr. MoGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, said that the most astonished 
man in this country would be the 
présent Professor of Political Economy 
in University College, Dublin, when 
he read that he was described 
as a frankly Free Trade professor. Deputy 
little’s suggestion of a check would mean 
that they would have to get into a really 
rigid caste system. There was a fairly good 
check at present—the prospects of the pro. 
fession people took. Permanent employment 
had been found in the Free State for most 
of the engineers who were produced within 
the last two or three years. ‘There was a 
better appreciation coming in this country 
of the value of the man with the scientific 
degree as an aid to industry, and they were 
coming more and more into use. :

Mr. BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, said 
there was af increase in the grant to the 
Irish Folk Lore Institute, established for the 
purpose of carrying out in a more regular 
and systematic way than had been possible 
heretofore the work o collecting recording 
and publishing Trish folk lore. 

Mr. MacENTEE feferred to the grant to 
the Incorporated Law Society, which body, 
he said, took a very partisan attitude in re. 
gard to legislative proposals which were be- 
fore the Dail recently. The Society, he said, 
Was not representative of the entire solicitor 
profession in the country. He understood 
that a number of solicitors were not members 
of the Society, and if they were not, then it 
did not command the general confidence of 
the whole body, and he doubted whether it 
Should get the grant. 

STATE AID FOR THE DRAMA. 
In regard to the grant to the Abbey 
Theatre, he said that there was another 
theatre established in Dublin recently which 
was doing essential work for the drama. He 
thought that the grant should be divided 
hetween the two theatyes. 

The Minister said that the Incorporated 
Law Society received the grant to aid it in 
carrying out its disciplinary duties, which 
were imposed upon it by the Solicitors of 
Ireland Act, 1898. The grant was, roughly, 
two-thirds of the expenses. It wags a volun- 
tary body, and was charged with the re- 
sponsibility of keeping the register, of taking 
certain actions against golicitors when neces- 
sary, and of carryiag out duties that were 
more or less useful to the public. 

With regard to the assistance given to the 
National Theatre Society, he said that there 
was a difference between the Abbey and the 
Gate Théatre, and that the Abbey had made 
it possible for the Gate Theatre to be estab- 
lished. If the money were to be provided 
in future for the encouragement of writing 
and producing plays it ought to be for plays 
in Irish.

THE AUGMENTATION OF 


LIVINGS. 


The hearing of the summons brought by 
the Representative Body of the Church of 
Ireland in relation to the Boulter Trust Fund 
was continued before Mr. Justice Johnston. 
The plaintiffs asked the Court to determine 
whether the augmentation of livings out of 
the Boulter Trust Fund was to be discon- 
tinued cr diminished if the value of the 
living, together with the augmentation, ex- 
ceeded a specified annual] value, and whether 
a sum of £19,056, representing the balance 
of the fund, was applicable to such purposes 
for the benefit of the Church of Ireland as

CARRICK-ON-SHANNON APPEAL. 

(GEFORE MR. JUSTICE MERE 

ng, JUSTICE ZOHNETON) © sep 

In the case of Mathews v, Dunne, judg. 
ment was delivered in favour of the de. 
fendant, in the appeal from the decision of 
the local Circuit Court Judge. The action 
had been brought by Mr. Sydney Mathews, 
as administrator of the will of the late Mrs. 
Ellen D. Graham, to recover rent. from the 
defendant in respect of ceytein premises in 
the town of Carrick-on-Shannen. The 
defendant alleged that the pr 4 Was in 
the nature of realty, and that Mr. Mathews, 
being merely the adiminstrator of the 
personal estate, and having been given ne 
interest in the property by the testatrix’s 
will had no power whatever to give to the 
defendant a good receipt for the rent, which 
the defendant admitted had never been paid. 

Mr, Justice Johnston, in his judgment, 
stated that the description of the property 
in the will as real estate was not concltsive, 
and might be accepted as simply meanin 
land without regard to the tenure by whic 
it was held, wére it not for the evidence 
given on behalf of the plaintiff by an 
assistant in the office of Messrs. Hoey and 
Denning. It appeared that four héuses in 
Cartick-on-Shannon, gi t de. 
fendant’s, were held under a lease for lives 
renewable for ever. The date of the leasé 
was stated in a de.umént which had been 
signéd by the défendant to be December 
10th, 1830, and the yearly rent was saidto be 
£80s.4d. That being so he thought théy could 
not do otherwise than decide this case on the 
basis that the lessor’s interest was that of an 
estate par antre vie, with the benefit of a 
covenant for perpetual renewal. They did 
not know, he added, whether there ever was 
any renewal of the lease. The probability 
was that if there was anything defective in 
the devise the special occupant who would 
be entitled to sue for these rents would bé 
the heir-at-law of Mrs. Graham and not her 
personal representative, That was the most 
that they could say. 

In the present case he would give a décree 
to the plaintiff for the amount of the tent 
owing, if he possibly could do so, because 
he was satisfied that whatever sum was re- 
ceived by him would certainly reach the 
hands of the person or persons entitled to 
it; but it seemed to him that on the very 
meagre evidence that was now before them, 
he had not shown that he has any title to 
recover it. It might be, however, that he 
might be able to make a better case later; 
and his lordship thought that tho disniiss 
ought to be one without prejudice. 

Mr. Justice Meredith concurred.

India and the Report. 


The affrays of last Monday, in the course 
of which Mr. Murphy was assassinated 
near Peshawar, while Bombay and Dacca 
were the scenes of copious bloodshed, and 
the sporadic outbreaks during the week at 
Calcutta and elsewhere, are a sorry 
prelude to the publicaticn of the Simon 
Report. So actustomed have we become 
to news of tumults from India that the 
milder incidents of yesterday are liable 
almost to escape our notice. Yet a further 
raid upon the salt dépót at Dharasana, 
although abortive, and the stabbing 
of a Mohammedan by a Hindu at Dacca, 
are not altogether negligible trifles. On 
Monday, in the House of Commons, Mr. 
Wedgwood-Benn, réferring to the disturb- 
ances, remarked helpfully that “it was 
important to maintain a sense of 
perspective to events in India.” This 
advice, if scarcely inspired, at least is 
sound, and we have tried to follow 
it. We learn with comfort, therefore, 
that the swarajist volunteers were foiled

last few weeks, there have been several 
small episodes which show that a sense of 
insecurity is spreading into the most im- 
probable circles. We refer especially to 
the Parsee community in Bombay. 

On Thursday this hitherto loyal com- 
munity, which is confined almost ex- 
clusively to Bombay and a short strip of 
the Malabar coast, organised a procession 
as a gesture of sympathy with Gandhi’s 
ideals. That this gesture was a pretence is 
more than probable, The Parsees are few, 
rich and foreign, being the descendants of 
those Zoroastrians who fled with ‘the sacred 
fire from Persia to escape the Moham- 
medan invasion. Until the British Raj 
was established they lived in subjection 
to the Hindu rajahs of the Malabar coast, 
and to this day their headgear, which is 
shaped like a cloven hoof, bespeaks 
their erstwhile subservience to the cow- 
worshippers, Thus the sudden volte face 
of last Thursday may be ‘interpreted 
as an effort to trim their sails. 
Nevertheless, in view of the proverbial 
intelligence of the Parsees, this behaviour 
sounds a sinister note, since it suggests 
that the ablest community in India is 
doubtful of Britain’s ability or willingness 
to ride the coming storm. In deference to 
Mr. Wedgwood-Benn’s advice, we must 
not allow our appreciation of a single 
sign to lead us into undue gloom. The 
lesson that may be drawn legitimately 
from this episode is that, although the 
Parsees are clearly wrong, the more ex- 
citable and less educated Indians are more 
prone to the same mistake. Already in 
some districts collectors have found 
villagers whom the Government’s tolerance 
of the disaffected, fortified, no doubt, by 
Brahminical propaganda, had led to 
believe that Gandhi ruled India, In such 
a country moderation must be used with 
moderation. 

During the next few weeks the first 
half of the Simon Report will be pub- 
lished simultaneously in Britain and in 
India, and will contain a réswmé of the 
general position of affairs. After a pro- 
vidential fortnight, which period, with 
advantage, might be extended indefinitely, 
it will be followed by the second half 
embodying the Commission’s recommenda- 
tions. A fortnight, in our opinion, is not 
sufficient time in which so complex a 
situation can be assimilated either in 
Downing street or in the constituencies. 
As we have said, India herself un- 
doubtedly will provide an irregular stream 
of new evidence in the form of salt raids, 
stone-throwings and other unforeseen 
ebullitions which, to some extent, may 
alter the vicws even of the Commissioners 
themselves. So soon as the second half 
of the Report is made public Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald and his colleagues are certain, 
if it errs on the side of “ liberalism,’’ to 
hail it as a panacea. Indeed, in the cir- 
cumstances, it would be hard to blame 
them, since they could, and would, claim 
joyfully that they were following expert 
advice. For this reason alone we are in 
favour of a longer delay between the two: 
publications. The Simon Report, un- 
fortunate in the hour of its birth, may 
be a real danger, however great is its 
intrinsic worth. India at the moment is 
passing through a period which we must 
suppose to be exceptional. In the imme- 
diate future her circumstances are likely 
to become more exceptional, and such a 
moment is no suitable occasion on which 
to legislate idealistically, however grandly, 
for her future, 


Free State Housing. 


Some important aspects of tne housing 
problem in the Free State were raised at 
yesterday’s meeting of the Dublia Chamber 
of Commerce, when the Minister for Local 
Government was the principal speaker. 
Mr. Mulcahy has made a special study of 
the housing problem, and we are very 
glad that he does not take the view that 
all houses should be provided by local 
authorities. Building is a business, like 
any other business, and the housing 
problem never will be settled, in the Free 
State or anywhere else, until the incentive 
to build has been restored. In other words, 
the man who builds a house must be 
assured of a reasonable return from his 
invested capital. In the days before the 
War house-building was a profitable in- 
vestment. Houses were built in profusion, 
and their tenants paid economic rents. 
In 1915, however, the passing of the Rent 
Restriction Act virtually put a stop to 
private building, and, so long as this 
check is placed upon the activities of the 
contractor, the weight of the housing 
burden will continue to fall upon local 
authorities. Mr. Mulcahy pointed out, 
very properly, that, while housing schemes 
under the auspices of local authorities 
might be excellent in their way, local 
authorities ought not to be the landlords 
of almost the whole working class of a 
district. He cited the case of Tralee, 
where one-third of all the houses in the 
town are the -property of the Urban 
Council, and declared that this condition 
of affairs was unsatisfactory. In 1922 
43,963 houses were needed in the Free 
State. As a result of various Housing 
Acts which have been passed by the Free 
State Government, that number has been 
reduced now to about 31,000. Under the 
first scheme 2,130 houses were built at a 
total cost of £1,605,000. Between 1924 and 
1929 a sum of £1,350,000 was provided. 
Private persons built 12,000 houses, local 
authorities were responsible for 1,800, 
while Public Utility Societies built 331. 
Thus there has been a considerable im- 
provement, but the fact that 31,000 houses 
still are required indicates that much 
remains to be done. In the new city of 
Dublin no fewer than 18,000 houses will 
be needed, and a rate of 1/10 in the pound 
will be necessary for their building. We 
agree heartily with the point of view ex- 
pressed by some members of the Chamber 
of Commerce that many of the houses 
which are being built at the ratepayers’ 
expense are going to the wrong type of 
tenant. What Dublin really needs is the

problem, The average slum-dweller is 
unable to pay the rent of a five, four, or 
even three-roomed house, and there is much 
to be said for the suggestion that properly 
constructed tenements would be at once 
more efficient and economical than the 
houses that are being built at present. 
In regard to the broader problem of 
general housing, very little can be expected 
while the Rent Restriction Act remains 
on the Statute-book. Private builders 
cannot be expected to invest their money 
in new house property unless they can be 
sure of a satisfactory yield.

Dublin’s Music. 


While some efforts have been made in 
recent years—mainly through the agency 
of the Dublin Philharmonic Society—to 
restore Ireland to its former position as a 
musical centre, much remains to be done. 
The announcement that the British Broad- 
casting Corporation intends to establish 
a national orchestra of more than a 
hundred players reminds us of the deplor- 
able condition in which Dublin stands in 
consequence of its lack of a large and per- 
manent orchestra. We grant that the 
vast majority of the soi-disant musical 
public prefers to pay large sums to hear 
second-rate studies played by an infant 
prodigy, or plantation songs from the bow 
of a virtuoso whose ear has been dulled to 
higher things by success at the box offices. 
Yet, it is inconceivable that a population 
of nearly half a million should be unable 
to muster a stfficiently large audience 
of music-lovers to support a pro- 
fessional . orchestra. The Dublin Phil- 
harmonic Society is an excellent 
institution, but its personnel is composed 
of amateurs. The 2RN Symphony 
Orchestra is not without its merits; but 
it is too small for any practical purpose, 
At present we are dependent for the best 
music on these two institutions, one of 
which renders first-rate compositions all 
too rarely, while the other, by reason of 
its scanty size, cannot render the best 
music at all. Hence we grudge London 
this accession to its music-makers, which, 
if success attends it, eventually may rise to 
the same level as the famous orchestras 
of Philadelphia and the Berlin State 
Opera. Perhaps, some day, a new concert 
hall in the centre of Dublin may inspire 
hopes of a worthy orchestra ; or it may be 
—there is yet a possibility—that the new 
‘“* broadcasting ” station will rise to a 
sense of its obligations, 


Cocoa. 


The Empire Marketing Board is keeping 
a watchful eye on the vagaries of human 
taste. Of late years, says its memorandum 
on cocoa, the world’s consumption of this 
excellent beverage has risen with sur- 
prising rapidity. Recently, however, a 
check in the rate of increase has caused 
some anxiety to the Board’s observers, 
who have submitted several reasons for 
the deep damnation of the falling-off. 
Among the contributory causes they sug- 
gest the increase in the use of tobacco 
among women, the practice of dieting, 
an increased consumption of fruit, the 
development of the soda-fountain, with its 
new and titillating array of ice creams 
and fruit syrups, and the greater variety 
of choice confectionery offered by modern 
‘** delicatessen ’’-mongers. It seems to us 
that these explanations merely touch the 
fringes of the problem; indeed, with 
the exception of the second, none is 
sufficient to seduce humanity from the 
allurements of the tasty and respectable 
bean. The distaste for cocoa springs 
from some deeper cause, at which the 
memorandum hints vaguely when it sug- 
gests that the consumption in some 
countries approached a saturation point 
before it began to decline. Cocoa has 
many estimable functions; as a mild 
paregoric it stands supreme, and its body- 
building qualities cannot be gainsaid. Yet 
it is unlikely ever to take a place among 
the great beverages of the world—the 
drinks that have moulded a national 
character or inspired international comity. 
Cocoa has many habitués, but few friends. 
It is wholesome, but unattractive, and, 
in a world which, as we are assured, seeks 
only what is pleasant, the unattractive 
plays no part. The Board’s memorandum

TROUBLES.

The Labour Government, having pass. 
through the danger-zone of Wednesday's 
vote of censure, was hopeful that it mich: 
enjoy a period of peace and might |» 
permitted to proceed with its programne 
in comfort. othing of the kind, however 
is happening; for the Government must 
encounter fresh troubles, and the greatest 
annoyance is that the troubles come fro; 
its own supporters. The men on the right 
claim that it is time that the Government 
honoured its pledge to amend the Trades 
Disputes Act, and they are anxious to 
secure a return of the political levy, with 
its benefits to their election expenses. On 
the other hand, the men on the left arp 
so dissatisfied with the position in regard 
to unemployment that they are prepariny 
a petitior for presentation to Air. 
Macdonald requesting a reconsideration of 
the Government’s position. ‘The petition 
has been signed by a number of Labour 
members—an indication that they are un- 
easy about the unemployment situation. 
This dissatisfaction in. the party may 
develop unfavourably for the Government 
any day, and it suggests that Mr. 
Macdonald’s position is not quite as safe 
as it seems to be. 


Conservative Policy. 


In some quarters of the Conservative 
Party the retirement of Mr. J. ©. ©. 
Davidson is hailed with relief; for it will 
enable Mr. Baldwin. to reorganise his 
policy completely—a step which is thought 
desirable as a prelimimary to the next 
general election. Mr, Baldwin will have 
a free hand to carry out any reforms 
which he may think’ desirable in con- 
nection with the party, and, in any event, 
he. will be able to abolish the obvious 
reluctance on the part of the headquarters 
staff to accept the changed conditions 
brought about by the Empire free trade 
policy. 


Electoral Reform. 


The Committee appointed to consider the 
question of electoral reform is expected 
to publish an interim report during the 
coming week, and it is understood that, 
while this may suggest some interesting 
departures, it will contain little of a 
striking character. Rumour says that it 
is unlikely that a change in the present 


electoral system will be recommended, since 


no agreefnent has been reached about a 
suitable alternative system. As s00n as 
the interim report has been issued, the 
Committee will proceed with the discus- 


. sion of several other points which, it is 


thought, ought to be included within the 
scope of the inquiry. These concern the 
use of cars at election periods, the activities 
of political headquarters, plural voting 
and votes at universities. The final report 
of the Committee is unlikely to be avail- 
able until the late autumn. 


Gretna Green Marriages. 


The day of Gretna Green marriages Is 
nearly over; for the Labour. Government 
intends to pass. legislation which will 
prevent the hasty tying of the marriage 
knot -at the village smithy. The position 
in regard to what are called “irregular 


| marriages in Scotland ” will be reviewed 


thoroughly by the Scottish Law Officers. 
Both legal and ecclesiastical opinion in 
the country are in favour of reform. Old 
age pensions have revealed difficulties ; for 
there have been many cases in which 
marriages that have been made by a 
simple promise before witnesses to live 
together as man and wife lack legal proof. 
Many of these marriages never are 
registered, and there is no record of them. 
If the inquiries result in the preparation 
of a measure, it is unlikely that it can 
be introduced and passed into law this 
year; but, in view of the real need for 
legislation on this subject, there will be no 
more delay than is necessary. 


Disease and Cure. 

Some weeks ago I said that there had 
been a very important medical discovery 
which, if effective, would ensure some 
wonderful cures in a disease which was 


generally fatal. Details of this discovery 
now have been published, and it seems 
that Dr. K. O. Newman, the pathologist 
of the Oxford County and City Mental 
Hospital, has devised a complete test 
whereby general’ paralysis mav be detected 
in its incipient stage. This constitutes a 
remarkable advance; for hitherto it has 
been necessary to obtain some of the spina! 
fluid from the patient by a minor surgical 
operation which is frequently painful. 
The disease seldom has been detected at 
a sufficiently early stage to render a 
complete cure possible, and it is here that 
the blood test will prove of enormous value. 


| If a positive test indicates a prospect of 
paralysis, the AE treatment can 


be applied immediately, and many 
hundreds of persons may be saved yearly 
from a premature and distressing death. 


Medical Patents. 


British medical men have been unable 
to cbtain patents for the protection of 
their discoveries, but a change is expecte:| 
in the immediate future. The Britis) 
Medical Association is placing the matter 
before the Pa'‘»nts’ Committee of the 
Board of Trade. This is a complete 
change of professional policy; for thie 
profession always has resisted restriction 
upon the free use of the results of 
research work, holding the view that 
there ought to be no restriction in thie 
application of such #=scoveries to the 
relief of the suffering and the cure of 
disease. The proposed scheme is not in- 
tended to give doctors a monopoly in the 
profits of their discoveries, which xv nid 
be contrary to the principles and practice 
of the profession, but to create a body of 
trustees to whom medical patents can be 
dedicated for use in the public service. 
Soviet Activities. 

Mr. Arthur Henderson will be asked 
on Monday whether his attention has been 
drawn to a report of the sixth Congress 
of the Communist International, which 
has been published recently by the Soviet 
State Publishing Department in Moscow 
giving particulars of the active part 
taken by agents of the Third International 
in the formenting of unrest in India. 
That country is described as the most 
vulnerable spot from which a _ mortal 
blow can be delivered at British 
imperialism. Further, he will be asked 
whether he proposes to bring such 
instances of admitted hostile propaganda 
to the notice of the Soviet Government.

Of this sum £4,958,490 was in 
respect of trusts, associations, trading 
firms and companies and private investors, 
and £1,500,000 on behalf of the Irish 
banks. After consultation with the banks 
concerned,.it has been agreed that the 
latter applications should be scaled down 
pro rata to £1,041,510 to enable allotment 
in full to be made to the general body of 
subscribers. 

No allotment will be made in the case 
of the late applications since received by 
the banks and by the Department of 
Finance.

DAVIDSON. 


BURIAL SERVICE AT 
CANTERBURY,

Archbishop Lord Davidson was buried at 
Canterbury yesterday in the presence of a 
large and distinguished assembly. The con- 
gregation at the Service included Lady David- 
son, the Archbishop of York, and over fifty 
bishops. and other clergy of the Anglican 
Church, the Moderator of the Church of 
Scotland, and dignitaries of the Free Churches 
and the Greek Church. 

Lady Davidson, Miss Mary Mills; the late 
Archbishop's secretary, and the local clergy, 
had kept watch throughout the night beside 
the coffin in the Cathedral crypt before the 
Chapel of our Lady Undercroft, where the 
Archbishop of Canterbury administered Holy 
Communion. 

The Primate, addressing the congregution in 
the Cathedral, said:—This is not a day of 
mourning, but of praise. It is the desire 
of those who most loved our dear father and 
brother that the uppermost thought should 
be of thankfulness and praise, expressed in 
the words of the hymn which we have just 
sung—‘‘ Now Thank we all our Ged.”’ 

The body of Lord Davidson afterwards 
was conveyed to the grave in Cloister garden, 
the Primate speaking the Committal sen- 
tences. 

The grave had been prepared by the 
Cathedral workers. Purple violas lined its 
sides, @ great cross of rhododendrons rested 
on its bed, and piled against the walls out- 
side the grave were floral tributes from 
bishops, statesmen, and little children. 


ITALY AND MALTA.

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* CONSTANT INTER- 
FERENCE.” 

Reuter’s Agency understands that Sir 
Augustus Bartolo, the Maltese Minister 
now in London, is continuing his dis- 
cussions with the Colonial Office on the 
present state of affairs in Malta. 

Sir Augustus Bartolo, in an interview 
with Reuter’s Correspondent, expressed no 
surprise at all at the attitude of the 
Iafian Préss with regard to his recent 
remarks. 

“It is,” he said, *‘ a question of simple 
abuse and quite in keeping with the atti- 
tude of the Italian Press throughout— 
namely, of constant interference in the 
domestic and political affairs of Malta, 
including its connection with the Empire. 

“ Italian clergy, and especially religious 
Orders—who are, to a large extent, inde- 
pendent of the jurisdiction of the local 
bishops—are used for the purpose of 
pacific penetration. It is this very reason 
that has induced the Maltese Government 
to insist, in conformity with the Maltese 
law, that no foreigners should be 
appointed as heads of Maltese religious 
Orders or in any responsible or important 
capacity in Malta.

“EXPORT TRADE’ IN 
PROFESSIONAL MEN. 


T—— 


A dreadful state of affairs was revealed 
by Deputy Fahy in the Dail yesterday 
when the estimate for universities and 
colleges was being discussed. While the 
policy of the Government was avowedly 
protectionist, the professor who held the 
Chair. of Economics in University College 
was “ frankly free trade.” Mr, Fahy 
said that of course, the universities 
should be autonomous, and quoted Oliver 
Wendell Holmes on the number of genera- 
tions which it takes to make a gentleman, 
apropos of nothing in particular. The 
universities ‘‘hid their light under a 
bushe!,” and, it appeared, should issue 
daily bulletins of the progress of the 
various branches of research to a public 
avid for information. 

Back to the land was Deputy Anthony’s 
slogan. Let there be as much pride in 
the profession of agriculture as there was 
in medicine, the Church or the law. 
The universities should specialise in 
agriculture, and let the shovel and the 
hoe. rank with the legal wig and the 
Aisculapian stethoscope. 

The doctrine that “ Johnny needs no 
education, he’s going to get the farm,” 
was dead and gone. It took as much 
brains to be a good farmer as it did to be 
a lawyer or a doctor. 


TO MAKE A PROFESSIONAL MAN. 

It took five or six hundred pounds to 
make a professional man, money which 
originally came from the land. 

“It takes three times that amount,” 
said Dr. Hennessy. 

“He's not worth it,’ snorted the 
member for East Cork, and continued his 
praise of the horny-handed husbandman. 

Fifteen per cent. of the doctors quS&lified 
in this country would be sufficient to 
‘make up the wear and tear of the 
profession,’’ according to Dr, Hennessy. 
The rest must seek their fortune abroad, 
in other English-speaking countries, where 
the mistaken idea that medicine was being 
taught through the medium of Irish was 
doing great harm. Medicine could not be 
taught through Irish; for that language 
had no medical terminology. 

These figures had a profound effect on 
Deputy Little, who felt that this produc- 
tion of doctors, engineers and scientists 
for export should not be allowed to con- 
tinue. 
nuinbers. going up for the various profes- 
Sions, and “ only the State can do it.” 
No one drew the very obvious analogy. 
Apparently Mr. Little believes that 
medicine should not be international. 
No doubt, he is distressed to think that 
the Patagonian or the Swahili, who prob- 
ably knows very little Irish, should be 
treated by men who learned the healing 
art in Ireland i 


A CAUSTIC REPLY. 

In his reply, Mr. McGilligan was 
somewhat caustic. He ridiculed the sug- 
gestion that the holders of university 
chairs should be changed with every 
change of Government. He speculated on 
what change would be made in the Pro- 
fessorship of Ethics if a certain political 
party came into power. Was the Govern- 
ment to regulate the views of a Professor 
of Metaphysics? Mr. Little, he asserted, 
wanted to build up “a rigid caste 
system,’’ in which only the son of a 
solicitor could become a solicitor. 
Mr. McGilligan seemed delighted to have 
such easy criticism to refute, and made 
his. case with all the ease of a county 
cricketer playing “ prep.” school bowling. 

“I submit that the Minister is merely 
gibing,’’ interjected Deputy Little plain- 
tively, and it is very probable that Mr. 
Little was quite correct.

TREATY WITH FREE 
STATE. 


MOST-FAVOURED-NATION 
CLAUSES.

The trade relations between the Irish 
Free State and Germany are likely to im- 
prove following the commercial treaty 
which has been signed between the repre- 
sentatives of both Governments. 

The principal point of the treaty is 
that between the terriories of the contract- 
ing parties there shall be freedom of 
commerce and navigation. 

The nationals of either of the contract- 
ing parties shall have liberty freely to 
come with their ships and cargoes to all 
places and ports in the territory of the 
other to which nationals of that party 
are, or may be, permitted to come. 

Furthermore, the contracting parties 
agree that in all matters relating to com- 
merce, navigation and industry any rights, 
privileges, liberties, favours, immunities 
and exemptions which either of the parties 
has actually granted or may hereafter 
grant to the ships and nationals of any 
other State shall be extended simul- 
taneously and unconditionally, without 
request and without compensation, to the 
ships and nationals of the other, it being 
their intention that commerce, navigation 
and industry of either of the parties shall 
be placed in all respects on the footing of 
the most-favoured-nation. 


MOST-FAVOURED-NATION. 


The nationals of either of the contract- 
ing parties in the territory of the other 
shall enjoy, in respect of their persons, 
their property, rights and interests and in 
respect of commerce, industry, business, 
profession, occupation or any other matter, 
in every way the same treatment and legal 
protection as the nationals of the most- 
favoured-nation in as far as taxes, rates, 
customs, imposts, fees which are substan- 
tially taxes, and other similar charges are 
concerned. 

They shall, in the territory of the other, 
be at full liberty. to acquire and possess 
every description of property, movable 
and immovable, which the laws of the 
other party permit or shall permit the 
‘nationals of the most-favoured-nation to 
acquire and possess. They may dispose of 
the same by sale, exchange, gift, marriage, 
testament. or in any other manner, or 
acquire the same by inheritance, under 
the same conditions as are or shall be 
established with regard to nationals of the 
other party. 

They shall also be permitted, on com- 
pliance with the laws of the other party, 
freely to export the proceeds of the sale 
of their property and their goods in 
general without being. subjected to other 
or higher duties than those to which 
nationals of such. party would be. liable 
under similar circumstances. 

The nationals of either of the contract- 
ing parties shall be entitled to enter, 
reside, or take up domicile and follow 
their occupation in the territory of the 
ther so long as they satisfy and observe 
the conditions and regulations applicable 
to the entry, residence, domicile and occu- 
pation of the nationals of the most- 
favoured nation. 


NO COMPULSORY SERVICE. 

In the territory of the other they shall 
be exempted from all compulsory military 
service whatsoever, whether in the army, 
navy, air force, national guard or militia. 
They shall similarly be exempted from all 
judicial administrative and municipal 
functions whatever, other than those 1m- 
posed by the laws relating to juries. 

Furthermore, the nationals of either of 
the contracting parties in the territory of 
the other shall be exempted from forced 
loans, all contributions, whether pecuniary 
or in kind, imposed as an equivalent for 
personal service, and, finally, from any 
military exaction or requistion. The 
charges connected with the possession by 
any title of landed property are, however, 
excepted, as well as compulsory billeting 
and other special military exactions or 
requisitions to which all nationals of the 
other party may be liable as owners or 
occupiers of buildings or land. 

In so far as cither of the centracting 
parties may levv any military exactions 
or requisitions on the nationals of the 
other, it shall accord the same compensa- 
tion in respect thereof as is accorded to 
its own nationals. 

Articles produced or manufactured in 
the territory of either of the contracting 
parties, imported into the territory of the 
other, from whatever place despatched, 
shall not be subjected to other or higher 
duties or charges than those paid on 
articles of the same kind the produce or 
manufacture of any other country. 

Nothing in the present Treaty shall 
affect the right of the Government of the 
Irish Free State to modify, maintain or 
extend preferential treatment in the 
matter of Customs duties accorded only to 
States members of the British Common- 
wealth of Nations. 


IMPORTED GOODS. 

With reference to the imported goods of 
either party, express stipulation is made 
that, when in the territory of the other, 
they shall not be subjected to prohibitions 
or restrictions which do not equally extend 
to the exportation of articles of the same 
kind to every other country. 

Exceptions herefrom, if applied at the 
same time and in the same way to all 
countries where the same conditions 
prevail, can be made in the following 
cases :— 

(1)—With regard to public security ; 

(2)—With regard to traffic in arms, 
ammunition and implements of 
war, or, in exceptional circum- 
stances, all other military: sup- 
plies ; 

(3)—For the protection of public health 
or for the protection of animals 
or plants against disease, insects 
and harmful parasites. 

Agreement is made regarding internal 
duties, the treatment of commercial 
travellers and their samples, the station- 
ing, loading and unloading of vessels in 
the ports, docks, roadsteads and harbours 
of the territory of either contracting party, 
and for the submission of any dispute in 
reference to the interpretation or applica- 
tion of this Treaty to a Court of Arbitra- 
tion in the last instance. 

The Treaty is signed by Mr. Patrick 
McGilligan, Minister for External Affairs 
for the Irish Free State; Herr Otto 
Sarnow, President of the German Reich, 
and Dr. Georg von Dehn-Schmidt, German 
Chargé d’Affaires in Dublin.

AN IMPERIAL YEAR. 


THE PRESS CONFERENCE. 


The Times to-day, in a leading article on 
the Press and the Empire says:—In an 
almanac of our own times, the present year 
will surely be given a special note recording 
its significance for the British Empire. In 
1930, it may be said, the peoples of the 
Empire began a new period of incisive 
thinking about their partnership, and started 
seriously to inquire how they might multiply 
its concrete forms and increase its productive 
power. And it may be added that the year 
was also without precedent for the number 
and variety of representative Empire 
gatherings, partly coincident with, but still 
more the consequence of this newly-defined 
purpose in Imperial life. One. conference 
follows another, and all are preparing the 
way for the Conference of Governments, 
which will in the common hope find executive 
measures to interpret and apply the great 
impulse of public opinion so well tested and 
registered by its unofficial forerunners. 

"To-day another welcome is preparing, and 
none will be more genuine than that which 
the country offers to the representatives of 
Empire newspapers, who hold their fourth 
conference, and celebrate the twenty-first 
birthday of their common organisation, the 
Empire Press Union, from to-morrow 
throughout the month of June. Whatever 
the achievement of this imperial year, its 
chief instrument, whether in what goes before 
or in what must come after the Conference 
of Governments must and will be the Press. 
It is for the leaders of trade and industry, 
the administrators and the Statesmen in all 
the Empire countries to correlate their plans 
and to draft a practicable programme, but 
only the Press can provide for that 
reciprocity of opinion and action, which is, in 
the last analysis, the Commonwealth itself 

A FORTUNATE EVENT. 

It is a most fortunate event, proceeds The 
Times, that this year and this country 
should have been chosen for the present Con- 
ference. Never certainly in the economic 
history of the Empire have there been times 
which threw a heavier responsibility upon its 
journalists, or offered larger opportunities to 
those who, by constructive comment and 
elucidation, can share the. tasks of states- 
manship. and nowhere, perhaps, at this 
moment. is there a better vantage point for 
a view of imperial interests than Britain, 
heavily, but indomitably, engaged in both 
hemispheres and at. home. This country’s 
art. in the constitutional growth of the 
impire has mainly been one of encourage- 
ment and assent. In the new era of economic 
articulation it will share with its equals the 
duty of initiative and contrivance. Britain 
has a new part to play. 

The time and the place chosen thus happen 
to be peculiarly informative, and what they 
have to tell will probably not be lost upon 
keen and practised observers of the public 
mind. If so, the Conference, too, will leave 
its impress on the changing times; for no one 
doubts either its will or its power in all that 
may advance the well-being of its component 
nations.

WORK OF PACIFICATION.

SIMLA, Saturday. 

The latest report from Peshawar shows that 
the authorities are proceeding steadily with 
the reassertion of Government control in 
frontier areas in which unrest was most 
noticeable. On May 29 troops and police sur- 
rounded Takkar village, in the Mardan Tehsil 
(Revenue district) and made 36 arrests. 

Some shots were fired at the military cor- 
don surrounding Takkar by a gathering from 
cther villages, but the troops sustained no 
casualties. ‘‘ Red Shirts”’ are still very 
active, especially in the Charsadda Tehsil, 
| where conditions are still distarbed. 

AIR ACTION. 

Gatherings of Utman Khels from the direc- 
tion of Ambahar are reported to be moving 
towards the border of at in district to 
join the malcontents, but none have yet 
arrived, Badshah Gul has left his position 
west of Matta Mughal Khel, and joined his 
father, the Haji of Turangzai, in the Gandab 
Valley. Air action taken against them has 
definitely located their positions, and re- 
ported that they are very short of provisions, 
and some contingents have gone home. 

Conditions in Peshawar City are rapidly 
approaching the normal. The Afridis are 

uiet. There has been no incident in the 

ohat district, or amongst the Orakzai 
tribes. 

IMPROVED CONDITIONS AT BANNU. 

Conditions in Bannu are reported to have 
much improved as a result of air action 
against certain villages in the neighbourhood 
of the city. In the city itself all is reported 
quiet. Some increase in agitation, however, 
is reported from Dera Ismail Khan. 

In the North of Waziristan air action 
against the Madda Khel has been most suc- 
cessful, and terms have been announced to 
the Madda Khel for their unprovoked at- 
tack on Datta Khel post. These include the 
payment .of a fine. 

It is reported that the Maliks who sur- 
rendered themselves as hostages, and who are 
detained at Miranshah Fort, have offered 
to give rifle security for payment 
of the fine immediately, and to return to 
their tribe to assist in controlling the mal- 
contents.

I remember seeing specimens weighing from 
100 to 150 carats, of course after cutting, and 
I believe one weighing 165 carats changed 
hands a few years ago. There are two in 
the Natural’ History Museum, New York, 
presented by Mr. Pierpont Morgan, one of 
which fs said to be the largest in the world, 
and the other the most beautiful. I do not 
know the weight of the New York specimen, 
but I should imagine the stone now found is 
much heavier.”’

DUBLIN’S GREAT 
NEED. 


MINISTER’S TALK TO 
BUSINESS MEN.

Mr. Richard Mulcahy, Minister íor Local 
Government in the Irish Free State, addressed 
the Dublin Chamber of Commerce yesterday 
afternoon on the question of housing in the 
Free State. 

Having expressed his appreciation of the 
opportunity which the Chamber of Commerce 
had given him, he said that many sections of 
their people were involved in the housing 
question. In the first place they had the 
building industry, in the next place they had 
those who would be Build, to capitalise 
housing; then they had the rent-payer, and 
at the present moment the ratepayers and the 
taxpayers were involved. To his mind, the 
general body of employers of labour were 
also involved, and so were those who gave 
attention to social problems. They wanted 
very careful examination of the economic 
problem involved in housing; they desired to 
hear from the different classes how they felt 
with regard to these matters, and wanted, so 
to speak, to find the true centre of gravity 
and see how the problem could be solved. 
For that reason that Chamber, which brought 
together nearly every class of persdén in dis- 
cussing the facts would be of the greatest 
mane use to the Government in examining 
the problem. They could check where mis- 
takes were made in the matter of policy, and 
help towards the general well-being of the 
people of the country. 


THE MAIN ASPECTS. 

Referring to the four main aspects of the 
question—housing shortage, high building 
costs, high rents and wages, and public 
assistance—he went on to point out that in 
1922 they required to niet os up a housing 
shortage of 43,963 houses. A mullion pounds 
were Made available then, the State providing 
two-thirds of the cost of the house, and 1 
the local authorities struck a shilling rate a 
loan was given for the rest of the money 
required. Under this scheme 2,150 houses, at 
a cost of £1,605,000, were provided through- 
out the country. Under the 1924 Act pubhe 
assistance was also given for building, and 
under the general Housing Acts from 1924 
to 1929 the total amount of money provided _ 
was £1,350,000. Private persons built, 
12,445 houses, utility societies 331, and local 
authorities 1,800. | 

The counties in which most houses were 
built by local authorities were those in which 
the agricultural labourer numbered 700 out of 
every 1,000 persons. Under the million grant 
2,000 were built, and under the subsequent 
grants 18,001. Out of these grants remained 
£65,000 which was not allocated, and which 
would add probably another 1,100 houses. 
What they desired to find out was the 
present trend of things, so that the situation 
could be watched by all interested. 


THE PRESENT NEED. 

Something like 31,000 houses were now 
required in the Free State, and with building 
costs so high as they were, and with a ten- 
dency to leave the provision of these houses 
to local authorities, where, he asked, was 
that tendency going to lead, and what 
would be its effects on the financial, social 
and general conditions of the country? 
Such a problem could only be solved by 
careful consideration. In Tralee, for instance, 
a third of the dwellings were owned by the 
local authority, and was it wise for a local 
authority to be so large a landlord. In the 
new City of Dublin 18,000 houses would be 
required, the rate for which would be Is. 10d. 
in the £. If the 500 houses which the Tralee 
local authority wanted were erected, they 
would then hecome landlords of 600 houses 
out of the 2,200 houses in the town, and 
would be the landlords of half the population 
of thair area. 

Many objections would be raised to a posi- 
tion like that, both social and financial, It 
would drive them to the consideration why 
should it be necessary for a public health 
authority, in the first place, to assist the 
housing of the normal worker in normal :a- 
dustry; and, in the second place, was it 
necessary to assist them financially to get 
houses? Why should it be necessary to do 
that for any particular class, assuming that 
they paid an economic rent? The position 
that they had here was that the building 
industry and the financial background to 
that industry had for a long time, perhaps, 
never felt the responsibility and tha duty 
that it had to provide houses for the working 
classes. To-day they found themselves with 
additional difficulties as a result of the war, 
and it behoved them to be all the more 
careful, and examine from every point 
of view, whether they could accept the post- 
tion in which the urban authority was going 
to become the landlord of their whole work- 
ing classes. 


LOOKING FORWARD. 

It seemed to him that they could not go 
ahead in the present way without looking 
forward to five, seven or ten years, and see 
what was to be done in the meantime, and 
what they could do to get back to the posi- 
tion that ought to exist normally when the 
normal worker in a normal indus- 
try could pay an economic rent. If 
they did not get back to such conditions, 
he felt that there was something treacherous 
at the heart of their social and industrial sys- 
tem. They had insanitary dwellings, and 
they had to deal with houses for the very 
poor, and the money spent must be on houses, 
on the very poor, and on insanitary dwellings. 
To reach that stage would require very care- 
ful consideration and examination of the hous- 
ing problem. 

In bringing these facts in a preliminary 
way before the members of that Chamber, 
he thought that the most important question 
that they had to ask themselves was: who 
should build the houses for the worker earning 
£35 to £7 a week? Except that they kept 
that question prominently before them, they 
would not get the correct and necessary per- 
spective of the problem that they were deal- 
ing with. (Applause.) 

AN IMPORTANT TOPIC. 

Mr. W. Hewat said that they were all grati- 
fied at finding the Minister making use of the 
Chamber as a medium for discussing problems 
of this importance. They were all, as business 
men in the City of Dublin, deeply interested 
in the question of the housing problem and 
its solution. The providing of money for the 
erection of the 43,000 houses that were re- 
quired for the working classes throughout the 
country was a matter of importance to them 
all. The responsibility for this problem could 
not be lightly turned down. The workers of 
the country were entitled to have houses fit 
to live in, and in considering that question 
the interests of the general community should 
not be overlooked. 

The Minister had selected a most important 
topic for consideration, and, if that meeting 
were to enlarge their vision and extend the 
scope of the influence of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, their time would be well spent in con- 
sidering the question of housing, and giving 
those in authority their considered views. 


DUBLIN SLUM PROPERTY. 

Mr. J. Hubbard Clark said that, in his. 
opinion, the four-roomed and the five-roomed 
houses that were being built were outside 
the pale of the housing for the working

lt was hinted that if these poor people got 
new houses they would soon make them as 
bad as the old ones, but his experience did 
not agree with that. He thoaght that houses 
of the type of the artisans’ dwellings would 
be far better than the cottage system. It 
seemed to him strange that the ratepayers 
should be called upon to subsidise houses 
that were being sold for £1,000 in Dublin. 
(Hear, hear.) 

THE GREATEST PROBLEM. 

Mr. H. M. Dockery said that the Govern- 
ment ought to make up their minds as to 
the direction in which they are tending. 
Everyone was agreed that many more houses 
should be provided for the middle and lower 
classes of the population. Local authorities 
were not desirable as landlords. 

The biggest problem at present was the 
condition of the slums. The Rent Restric- 
tion Act was another difficulty, because it 
held down the rents of certain houses. It 
was desirable that restriction should be re- 
moved, so that rents should come to their 
economic level. A man who builds a house 
would expect an economic rent. 
SOMETHING WRONG WITH HOUSING. 

Mr. C. McGloughlin said that they were 
grateful to the Minister for having brought 
to the notice of the Chamber a view of the 
situation which probably very few of its 
members had given any thought to up to 
now. The Government were beginning to see 
that there was something wrong with the 
housing conditions, The Minister had shown 
that he was a thorough master of the situa- 
tion, and for that reason they looked for- 
ward to a solution of the problem. The 
statement of the Minister showed that the 
(;overnment were realising that in building 
better houses which could be let on a pur- 
chase agreement they were on the right lines; 
but it was urgent that more houses should 
be provided for the poorer classes. 

Mr. G. N. Jacob said that the system oí 
building three-roomed houses, of which the 
tenants could become the owners after forty 
years, Was a good one. 

THE PRIVATE BUILDER. 

Mr. John Good, proposing a vote of thanks 
to Mr. Mulcahy, said that there would always 
be a hearty welcome from the Chamber ic 
any Minister who desired to come and discuss 
problems that affected the public. (Hear, 
hear.) They all knew that prior to the war 
housing’ was provided almost entirely by 
private enterprise. Jt was only when a 
measure was brought in by the British Go- 
vernment dealing with land values that 
housing had got a really bad knock. Then 
in 1915 the Rents Restriction Act gave 
another blow to house-building. Since then 
very little housing had been carried out by 
private enterprise. Until the aifficulties 
created by the Rent Act were removed and 
confidence was restored in housing as an we- 
vestment, little would be done. Housing was 
a sound investment in pre-war days, and 
until we got back to something like wiai 
it was in those days housing would not he 


placed on a satisfactory basis. (Hear, hear.) 


Mr. J. J. Halpin, Vice-President of the, 


Chamber, seconded the motion, and the vote 
thanks was passed. 

Mr. Mulcahy, returning thanks, said thai | 
the Government did not shirk facing the 
problems before them, and that they were 
prepared to meet any class of the people who 
brought their minds to bear on questions cf 
public mmportance. 

THE POOR RELIEF BILL. 

The Chairman (Mr. W. R. Sherriff), at the 
opening of the meeting, stated that since the 
last annúal report of the Chamber had been 
issued in which reference was made to poor 
relief. a deputation from the Chamber—Messrs. 
Halpin, Jaceh, McCullagh, and Good-- 
saw the City Commissioners on the 8th 
Jenucrv. and suggested to them that the 
Chamber was of opinion that the publication 
ef an assurance trom the Commissioners that 
the rate to be struck would not be in excess 
of 2s. would do much to allay the feeling of 
uneasiness among the business men of Dublin, 
which was having a depressing effect on trade 
and industry. On the 16th January an an- 
nouncement appeared im the Press that the 
Commissioners of the Dublin Union had de- 
cided to limit their demand for the year in 
respect of relief of unemployment to £160,000 
in respect of the municipal and rural areas 
of Rathmines, Rathgar and Pembroke, and 
£5,000 in respect of the rural areas, necessitat- 
ing a rete of about 2s. in the £ and that no 
effort would be spared to keep within that 
estimate. 

At the end of last year’s report the Council 
earnestly requested members of the Chamber 
io give full consideration to de-rating and 
the future local government of Greater 
Dublin. The business community have for a 
long time been agitating for the extension of 
the local government franchise to limited 
liability companies, which contribute so 
largely to the rates. A year ago the Chamber 
sent a deputation to request the Minister for 
Local Government to insert a section in the 
Greater Dublin Bil) granting votes to com- 
panies. Under the existing local government 
franchise business men whose businesses have 
been made into companies cannot obtain 
representation on local councils. as they are

She got ont of 
bed and went to the room, picking up a shoe 
as she went. ‘‘It is now blood-stained,’’ she 
added, "but it was net stained before I had 
occasion to use it.” 

Continuing her evidence, she said that she 
was entering the room with a lamp in her 
hand, when it was knocked roughly out of 
ber hand and smashed on the floor.

STORMY HOMEWARD 
VOYAGE. 


UNUSUAL. MEMBERS OF 
“HER CREW. 


One of the last of the fine old wind- 
jammers of other days, the Abraham 
Rydberg, of Stockholm, put into Dublin 
yesterday afternoon, carrying on board, 
nominally as members of the crew, a 
young American couple, who are out to 
see the best of life aud of the world in 
the best way. They are Mr. and Mrs, 
Ben Ames, junior, formerly of San Fran- 
cisco, but now with no fixed residence. 

Their association with this four-masted 
barque is as romantic as the history of the 
ship itself. By profession Mr. Ames is 
a stockbroker of San Francisco. One 
hundred and twenty-six days ago 
he and his young’ wife were 
strolling down the water-front at San 
Francisco when they saw the Abraham 
Rydberg in dock, taking on a cargo 
of barley. With the salt of the brine in 
their blood, they could not resist the call 
that the. beautiful lines. of this glorious 
old .sea-boat inspired in them, . and, 
amateur sailors themselves, they boarded 
her, had a consultation with the captain, 
Commodore Sune Thamm; learned that 
her destination was Dublin with a cargo 
of barley for Guinness’s Brewery, and 
immediately signed on as supernumeraries. 
Mr. Ames signed on as a quartermaster, 
while his wife signed on as a stewardess ; 
for, though the vessel is a training-ship 
for officers of the Swedish mercantile 
marine, she is not allowed to carry 
passengets. ' In the two days before she 
sailed they sold their home, business and 
car, and bade good-bye to friends. They 
put out from San Francisco in good 
weather, and for the last. 124 days they 
have been making the journey to Dublin. 
Though, in comparison with steamship 
travel, this time seems extraordinarily 
long, Mr. Ames told an Irish 
Times yepresentative last night that 
it was a very good passage, indeed, for a 
sailing ship. 

The last ship to sail from San Francisco 
for Dublin was in. 1915. Once upon a 
time, ‘as many as five ships a week left 
that port for European destinations, but 
then the trade around the Horn was a 
great business with these sailing vessels, 
of which ‘so few now remain. 

THE SHIP’S HISTORY. 
The Abraham Rydberg, he said, was 


-owned by the Abraham Rydberg Founda- 


tion, and its purpose was to train cadet 
officers for the Swedish Mercantile Marine. 
He commented on the fact that though 
England and America were both sea-faring 
nations, vet neither of them had these 
training ships. In addition to Sweden, 
the other nations that had them as regular 
institutions were Norway, Belgium, France 
and Germany; for no man could become 
an officer in the mercantile marine of any 
of these nations unless he had served for a 
year before the mast. 

Built in Glasgow in 1892, the Abraham 
Rydberg was first known as the Hawaiian 
Isles, and was engaged on the Hawaiian 
trade. Some years after that the famous 
Alaska Packers bought her for their trade 
and ne-named .her The Star of Greenland. 
One of the finest sea boats afloat, she did 
excellent service for this firm for: many 
years. In fact, it was only last December 
that she was acquired by the Abraham 
Rydberg Foundation and re-named. 

STORY OF THE VOYAGE. 

Telling the story of his voyage, Mr. 
Ames said that when they made thé 
notorious Cape Horn the weather was so 
calm that they were able to come close in- 
shore and see the breakers on the beach. 
Hardly had they rounded the Horn, how- 
ever, when they ran into the weather that 
they were supposed to have met the ‘day 
before. It was a terrible fight while it 
lasted, but the gallant vessel stood up to 
it all. One of her port lifeboats was stove 
in ty a heavy sea, and some other slight 
damage was done. 

He recounted that they made the jour- 
ney to the Equator from the Horn in 26 


21. days. For the most part the weather 
was -heavy, but this suited the Abraham 
Rydberg. Under these conditions she 
was able to make at times 80 to 90 miles 
an hour, with the winds from the right 
quarter. 

Crossing the Equator, they ‘ spoke 
the French mercantile training ship 
L’Avenir, and talked to her for about half 
an hour. The L’Avenir carried wireless, 
and notified having “ spoke ” the Abra- 
ham Rydberg. 

Owing to variable winds, the rest of 
the journey to Ireland was rather I-nger 
than it should have been. For the last 
three days, indeed, they had been be- 
calmed off the cct waiting for « oppor- 
tunity to make port at Dublin. 

He regretted that he would be leaving 
the Abraham Rydberg at Dublin, for her 
voyage had now concluded. He proposed 
to zo from here to London, where he had 
a brother working on a daily paper. 
From thence he would go to France, buy 
an outboard motor boat with a small 
cabin, and tour the canals of France for 
the summer. During the winter he would 
go to Nay, and purchase a “ North 
Sea double-ender,’’ in which he proposed 
to sail back rcross the Atlantic to America 
next summer. 

He paid his expenses by writing his 
experiences for an American journal. He 
also intended to put them into book form.

MONEY RESOLUTION 
PASSED. 
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From Our EARLTAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Friday. 

The President of the Board of Education 
(Sir Charles Trevelyan), in the House of 
Commons this afternoon, “submitted the 
resolution authorising the necessary expendi- 
ture under the new Education Biil. There 
were, first, the cost of the additional accom- 
modation to the provided, then the cost of 
the additional teaching staff, and, finally, 
the cost of maintenance allowances, Sir 
Charles was unable to give exact figures 
under any of the three heads, but he said 
that approximately the charge falling upon 
the. Exchequer would amount to about 
£2,500,000, exclusive of maintenance allow. 
ances. In ard to these, it was estimated 
that in the first full year the cost would be 
about three millions, and that it would rise 
to nearly four-and-a-half millions in subse 
quent years. [t was anticipated that sixty 
per cent. of the children of the new school- 
age would be eligivle for maintenance allow- 
ances. 

Mr. Beaumont (Conservative member for 
Aylesbury) opposed the resolution. He con- 
sidered that the Government had greatly 
minimised the expense which would be in- 
curred under the bill, and, as to the main- 
tenance allowances, they were jam applied 
to disguise the taste of a very unpalatable 
medicine, 

Mr. Foot (Liberal) gave a general approval 
to the bill, but thought that sufficient con- 
sideration had not been given to the Non- 
conformists. In the course of his speech he 
quoted a letter from Oliver Cromwell to one 
of his officers, who had turned down a man 
on account of his religious opinions. Crom- 
well’s view was that a man’s religion, or 
want of religion, did not prevent, him from 
giving faithful service te his country. The 
Chairman, however, ventured to express the 
hope that hon. members would not think it 
necessary to answer Oliver Cromwell. This 
caution, perhaps, induced subsequent 
speakers to develop the debate on more 
general: lines. 

A FAVGURAS’.E NOTE.. 

Mr. Ede welcomed the bill, because, -he 
said, it would serve to wipe out distinctions 
of class and creed 

Sir Robert Newman, one of the few 
Independent members, expressed the opinion 
that the bill would please the enlichtened 
parent, and would bring the indifferent 
parent to a sense of his responsibilities. He 
did. not regret the spending of money on 
children, who were the most valtable of our 
raw materials. 

Mr. Thurtle suported the bill as a Rationalist, 
and lest members should. be under anv mis- 
apprehension, he described a Rationalist as 
a man who accepted reason as ‘his sole guide, 
and was not tied down by the authority 
of ages.

before the House not at single penny of 
expenditure was in respect of Scottish 
education. 

Mr. Kedward, a former Wesleyan Minister, 
was opposed to religious tests for teachers, 
and declared that the bill would give a fresh 
lease of life to old religious controversies.

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INVESTIGATIONS AT 
TARA, 


SEVERAL SITES 
IN SPECTED, 
— --@--— 


Investigations recently carried out in the 
purlieus of Tata by Mr. L. S. Gógan, M.A 
of the National Museum, and Mr. Tadhg 
O h-Vigin, the well-known Gaelic scholar, 
confirm the opinion that much still remains 
to be done towards the elucidation of the 
famous acropolis. Numerous sites connected 
with it and known from literary sources have 
not yet been even guessed at. The investi- 
gators confined their attention to that portion 
of the Cabrach townland which lies south of 
the Glen River. Cabrach townland abuts on 
the eastern slope of the Hill of Tara, 

The, glen referred to is a steep wooded 
ravine, and mav he the ancient Gleann an 
Bhrait The stream is fed by waters from 
Ross (Ros na Teamhrach) and the hill. the 
streamlet Nioth (Valour) flowing from the 
source, Neambnach (Warlike), and a rich 
stream from the well Cabrach Cormaic 
(Cormac’s Covered Well), just below the main 
fortification of the acropolis. From it 
Cabrach townland takes its name. The well! 
was also called Dearc Dubh (the Black 
Cave) and liaich na bhFiann (the Warriors’ 
Doctor). 

CORMAC’S MILL. 

The sites inspected lic hetween the Dublin- 
Navan road and the grounds of Tara Hall. 
The first one visited is a ruined and over- 
grown building of stone, square in plan, the 
great age of which is indicated by an ancient 
ash, which occupies the south-west angle of 
the walls. The local name for the building 
is “'The Mill,” and, though it is impractical 
as the site of a water-mill, if may well 
indicate that the famous water-mill (reputed 
the first in Treland) built by Cormac for his 
mistress Céarnait was in the immediate 
vicinity, and not at Neamhnach on the Hill 
of Tara, as even early authorities seem to 
imply. Certainly the water-power would be 
more adequate The ruins of three weirs 
which originally harnessed the Glen River 
are obviously fairly modern, but they may 
have replaced an earlier and less portentous 
system. A complete investication of the pro- 
hlem will be undertaken in the near future. 

The second site, or group of sites. is further 
up the slope and west of “ The Mill.” It 
consists of a knoll (dumha), now very much 
excoriated as a result of excavations under 
taken some twenty years ago by Mr. Tro- 
ward, some time steward of the Tara estate. 
It was probably a house site, but no vallum 
is noticeable. Leading from it in a westerly 
direction is a stone-lined passage, originally 
roofed with flags and concealed by a layer 
of earth. This passage is over 66 feet long, 
and towards the end turns sharply north and 
dives underground to follow the slope of the 
ravine. Immediately below this spot is a 
regular souterrain cave hewn out ef the fr 


able rock; it possesses four recesses, two of 


Thomas Foley, «of which are chambers and two, possibly, the 


entrances to passages now inaccessible. The 
connection with the upper site is undoubted, 
but remains to be determined. To Mr. 
0 hUigin is due the credit of locating the 
souterrain. — 

CHILDHOOD RECOLLECTIONS. 

The circumstances leading up to the in 
vestication have an important hearing on the 
problem. A lady, who had spent some 
months at Tara Hall during her childhood, 
informed Mr. Gogan that she recollected 
visiting a souterrain in the vicinity of a 
bridge (weir ’), in which a slab “with 
figures of men, eic. was inset. She also 
recollects hearing that this was surreptitiously 
removed and ‘‘conveyed to the National 
Museum," and that in the course of excava- 
tion in the souterrain a gold ring had been 
found, In striking confirmation of these 
childhood recollections, the National Musewm 
acquired in recent years two gold penannular 
rings found “ near Tara,” from the widow of 
& well-known’ city doctor, They are well- 
known bronze-iron transition types. The co- 
incidence is. striking, and may indicate an 
earlier. ‘dating, for souterrains than has 
hitherto. been allowed. (Mr. Gogan dates 
these as a class to the early historic period.) 

No information is available at the moment 
tegarding the sculotured slah referred to.

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BOY BURNED WHILE AT

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PACKING CASE ON FIRE. 

The story of how a five-year-old boy was 
burned to death while at play was related 
in the City Morgue yesterday, when Dr. Louis 
A. Byrne, City Coroner, , held an inquest into 
the death of Joseph D. Hopley (5), of 45 Bel- 
grove road, Clontart. 

The mother of the boy, Mrs. Kathleen 
Hopley, stated that on the previous evening 
deceased, his sister, aged 3, and a brother, 
aged 8, were playing in the garden at the 
hack of the house. She sent the elder bov 
for a message, and a few minutes later she 
heard screams, and on going to the garden 
she found a large packing case on fire. The 
case was burning fiercely, and she was unable 
to rescue her son. who was inside. Earlier 
in the morning the children had had a fire 
in a tin, and swe put it out, and checked them 
for having it. 

Leo Carrol said that, on hearing screams, 
he went into the garden and saw the packing 
case on fire. Owing to the flames he was 
unable to open the lid, which partly covered 
the case. He and a man named Dodd even- 
tually got the boy out, but the case was then 
nearly burned out. 

Ir. J.. Harrington, house surgeon, Jervis 
Street Hospital, said that the boy was dead 
when armitted to hospital. He had extensive 
burns all over his body: these, in his opinior, 
were the cause of death. 

The jury returned a verdict in accordance 
with the medical testimony, adding that the 
occurrence was accidental.

RECENT EXAMINATIONS. 


Mr. F. J. Fitzpatrick, President of the 
Pharmaceutical Society of Ireland, presided 
at the May meeting of the Council. i 

The Registrar, Mr. J. J. R. Kerr, submitted 
reports’ from the examiners on the Apmil 
examinations, from which it appeared that for 
the pharmaceutical licence examination 
thirty-four candidates presented themselves, 
of whom twenty-two passed, two with 
honours. Six candidates presented themselves 
for the registered druggist examination, of 
whom two passed. For the pharmaceutical 
assistant examination fifteen candidates pre- 
sented themselves, and eleven passed. There 
were eighteen candidates for the preliminary 
examination, of whom three passed. 

The President said that at the previous 
meeting a member of the Council rather 
resented the suggestion that these young men 
(the candidates at the preliminary examina- 
tion) were apparently the rejected of every- 
where. He baged his suggestion on their age 
and appearance. He had verified it to this 
extent—that he had ascertained that the 
voungest candidate was almost seventeen 
years of age, and that the ages of the 
others ranged up to 18, 19, 21 and 22 years 
and 3 months. Of the eighteen candidates, 
the examiners had great difficulty in passing 
three through. Irish pharmacy was better 
without that type of candidate. 996 girls had 
passed ‘their preliminary examination since 
1902, and nearly 200 more had come in on 
matriculation and College of Surgeons’ certifi- 
cates. 133 were now qualified and on the 
tegister. The class of girls was very much 
better than the class of men. 

Mr. T. J. Doyle moved a resolution pro- 
viding for the abolition of regulations which 
require that candidates who have been re- 
jected at the pharmaceutical assistants’ and 
the pharmaceutical licence examinations must 
allow six months to elapse before they can

Robert Jones (Atlanta, ), after a | 


series of struggles which are without 
in the history of championship has 
fought his way inta the final round oí the 


amateur eontest in the world. He will be in | 


the 36 holes of the final against 
Wethered whose achievements on the 

are little less familiar than those of the 
American. These two acknowledged masters 
of the game have come through what was a 

“record ” entry on the classic links, which 
are the home of the game. 

Jones has never won the Amateur Cham- 
pionship. Twice has he tried—first in 1921, 
when he was twenty years of age, and again 
in 1926. He has set his heart on accomp 
ing his ambition of winning the Cup, and 
thus complete the ' sguare, ” for twice he 
has won the Open Championship, wanes times 
the American Open Championship--a trophy 
of which he is at presnt the holder—and four 
times won the American Amateur Champion. 
ship. He wants the British Amateur Cup to 
place beside the other three chief national golf 
trophies. 

JONES THROUGH THE HARDEST HALF. 

That Jones deserves to win admits of no 
debate, for he has come through the hardest 
half of the draw, and amongst his opponents 
were Cyril Tolley, the British Amateur 
Champion, and Harrison Johnston the 
Amateur Champion of America. He defeated 
them only after a nerve-racking battle, which 
with Tolley was carried an extra hole, and 
with Johnston to the last hole. Before he 
proved his right into the final for the first 
time he had to defeat George Voigt, regarded 
as second to Jones himself in the American 
international team 

Wethered, born in 1899, is two years older 
than Jones. The Englishman has played 
some of his greatest golf on the St. Andrews 

course, which peculiarly suits his style of 
play. In 1921 he tied for the Open Cham- 
plonship, but he lost on the replay to Jock 

utchison, who inaugurated the series of 
American successes in that event. In 1923 
Wethered won the Amateur Championship at 
Deal, and two years ago at Prestwick he was 
in the final for the second time, but lost to 
T. P. Perkins. Success in the leading golf 
events has evaded him in recent years, but 
he is always regarded as capable of playing 
brilliant golf. 

Jones is now favourite for the champion- 
ship, for over thirty-six holes his rock -like 
steadiness is likely to carry him through. 


AMERICANS’ EASY MATCHES. 

In the seventh round Jones and Voigt had 
comparatively easy victories. It had been 
hoped that Eric Fiddian, the ex-boy cham- 
pion, and William Sutton, the artisan, who 
a year ago won the English Amateur Cham- 
pionship, would put up stubborn fights, but 
after the Englishmen had made a good start 
and taken the lead—Fiddian ainst Jones 
at the first, and Sutton against Voigt at the 
second—they were soon brought level, and 
gradually, but surely, were given the 
coup - de - grace. ' 

Wethered made one of those flashes = 
brilliance which characterises his pla 
lost the first three holes against H. Sowell, 
the Welsh champion, but then won four in 
succession to take the lead. Wethered’s 
‘* fireworks ' were continued in the notorious 
St. Andrews’ ‘‘loop,”’ and íor the six holes 
from the seventh to the twelfth, inclusive, 
his figures were 335545. After playing 
these he was three up, and it was hittle 
wonder that the Welshman went down. 

Lister Hartley and Douglas Grant, who is 
a native of the United States, played very 
roor golf, and after Grant had had a two holes 
lead at the ninth he was squared on the home 
green, and Hartley won the nineteenth. 


THE SEMI-FINALS. 

In the semi-finals a great crowd followed 
Jones and Voigt. It was a most orderly one. 
and made few demonstrations, but their sym- 

athies were manifestly in favour of Jones, 

here was never more than two holes between 
the players. Jones took the lead at the 
second, but Voigt squared at the fifth. Jones 
got the lead : again at the sixth, but a putting 
error at the next cost him the hole. The 
next two were halved, and they turned level. 
Voigt led for the first time at the twelfth, and 
he became two up at the thirteenth ; but Jones 
won the fourteenth and sixteenth to square, 
and with the seventeenth halved the match 
went to the last hole, where Voigt missed a 
five feet putt and lost the match. 

Wethered won three of the first five holes 
from Hartley, but the latter took the seventh. 
He was again three down at the. next, but 
turned two down, Wethered pulling his drive 
into the whins. Even lay characterised the 
homeward half, but Wethered secured the 
important sixteenth and seventeenth for the 
match,
